At one time the feeline‘in. the country and in this 
House was entirely in favour of these retueees. That 
feeling changed in the early days of May. To-day it is 
swineine back in the other direction: 


Mr. Osbert Peake, Under-Secretary to the Home Office, 
used these words in the debate on refugees in the House of 
Commons last week. This swing back its most noticeable in 
the responsible Press, which ts once more championing the 
refugees not only on grounds of humanity but on grounds 
of common sense. 

The fact is now being underlined that refugees from 
Nazi Oppression are Hitlers enemies. not his friends, and 
that Britain 1s jettisoning their very valuable war services 
It is now being realised that the Fifth Column that sold 
each of our Allies was composed of natives. not of aliens: 
and it ss pointed out that it ts criminal waste to intern the 
lot just in case one in a thousand should be a Nazi agent. 


“ Sifted and Resifted 


THe Times points out that “ these aliens have been sifted 
and resifted: and, if a policy of interning practically all of 
them is to be pursued, sueh a policy can only be intelligent 
if it ts intended to facilitate a further sifting, and to allow 
those whase good faith is beyond doubt to render the 
services to our cause which many are able and deeply 
anxious to render. 

* They need not necessarily work here. There is a crying 
need for their services in other parts ot the Empire where 
the munitions industry ts more embryonic 

“ The internees have a legitimate cause of complaint in 
that they are apprehended even though devoted adherents 
of our cause, while potentisily dangerous British subjects 
are at large.” 

Several letters have appeared in the same columns. The 
Master of Balliol and five other leading figures in Oxtord 
University life write asking that the process of reclassifica- 
tion should be carried out with the least possible delay and 
that “in the meantime, it is important that we should 
administer our camps with common sense and with such 
humanity as is possible in war-time, remembering that the 
vast majority of the human beings they house are not our 
enemies but our friends.” 


Why Not a Women’s Foreign Legion? 


Lady Astor, M.P., writes on behalf of the women aliens 
who have been forced to leave their employment. 
“ Hundreds .of nurses have been dismissed from hospitals 
where there are wards for Servicemen; other hopsitals have 
followed suit, and German or Austrian midwives have been 
dismissed wholesale. These women cannot obtain other 
employment, though the services they could render are 
‘valuable.” They receive unemployment assistance and are 
left to fill their empty days as best they can without super-

The Cape Town office of the South African Jewish Board 
of Deputies has replied to anti-Jewish critics who asserted 
that Jews were not enlisting in the Forces, by posting a 


register of all Jews serving in the Cape Command. The 
list shows that in only one of the Peninsular regiments that 
went North, there were 85 Jews. The number of Jews 
in the Command last March was 662. Now the figure 
has reached between nine and ten per cent. of the total 


enlistments, although the Jews are le: 
of the total white population 

Jews serving with the Forces include 4 number of officers.

MR. JACK WHITE, V.C. 
Still Barred by Salford L.D.YV. 
MR. EDEN’S ORDER FLOUTED 


[From our Correspondent—MANCHESTER] 


Following upon the recent statement by the War Minister, 
Mr. Eden. in the House of Commons, regarding the re- 
instatement of Mr. Jack White, the Manchester V.C., Mr. 
White was warmly welcomed by the local L.D.V. detachment 
where his enlistment had been rejected on the ground of 
his father not having been a British subject. 

But on Monday night, when Mr. White visited the head- 
quarters of the L.D.V. in Salfofd for formal re-enlistment, 
he was, to his astonishment, refused. He reminded the 
person in charge, Captain Howard, of Mr. Eden's categorical 


' statement in the House, made over a week ago, in which 


the War Minister said he had “given instructions for 
relaxation of the rule requiring both parents of members 
of the L.D.V. to be British, in the case of Mr. Jack White, 
the Jewish V.C.” Captain Howard, however, persisted in 
his refusal to reinstate Mr. White, alleging that he personally 
had received no such official instructions as might have 
been anticipated after Mr. Eden’s statement. 

I got into tach with Captain Howard and asked him to 
explain the position of Mr. White. The Captain, however, 
declined to give any statement. 

The prolongation of this highly ridiculous and discredit- 
able example of official red-tape and dilly-dallying ts causing 
the greater exasperation because whilst Salford apparently 
persists in refusing to allow a V.C. to join its L.D.V.s on 
this ground, a number of persons similarly affected by the 
rule that was employed to exclude Mr. White have now 
been accepted by the nearby Prestwich L.D.V.s. 


23,800 REFUGEES INTERNED 


23.800 men .and women of German and Austrian 
nationality have already been interned, Mr. Osbert Peake, 
Under-Secretary to the Home Office, stated in the House 
of Commons on Wednesday. Some 7,500 male civilian 
internees have been sent Overseas. 

A fortnight ago the Home Secretary gave the official 
number of German and Austrian refugees in this country 
as 55,750. This would include men, women, and children, 


HAIFA’S FIRST AIR-RAID 


People’s Conduct Excellent 


Palestine had its first air-raud of the war on Monday 
morning. when Italian bombers roared in from the sea ever 
Athiit at a high altitude and dropped 20 high explosive 
bombs on the port area of Haifa. Little material damage 
was done. One Arab was killed and another seriously 
injured An American was among those slightly injured 

Ihe alarm was given at 9 a.m. and the anti-aircraft guns 
went into action almost mmediately, putting up a barrage 
that kept the enemy from flying over Haifa itself. British 
fighters went into action and speedily drove the attackers off 
Che joint Jewish-Arab A.R.P. scheme was put into operation 
for the first time. The raid, which consisted of two waves 
of five ‘planes each, lasted 20 minutes 

No bombs fell in the residential or business sections of 
the town.

THE REAL FIFTH COLUMN 


In the House of Lords debate on enemy” aliens last 
week, Viscount Cecil of Chelwood pointed out that the 
danger which had affected other countries did not arise 


mainly from enemy aliens. Quisling in Norway was not an 
enemy alien: he was a Norwegian. The King of the Belgians 
was notan enemy alien. The collapse in France was due to 
the action of certain sections of the French people. He 
had not seen a single proof yet that an enemy alien refdgee 
had been guilty of treasonable action in this country. He 
suggested that it was time to have a separate Minister to 
deal with the administration of the refugee problem. 
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Act provided for the optional employment of 25 per cent 
foreign labour, which option was largely taken advantage ot, 
British labour should gain. A further clause provides that the 
total labour costs of a film must not be less than £3 per toot, 

This will mean in effect that the number of British films made 
will not imerease, but the production cost will be higher, and 
it is hoped that this will make for better films.

Last Monday, exhibitors in all parts of the country began 
to screen the first of a regular weekly series of Ministry 
of Information shorts. This begins the drive organised by 
ihe Cinema Exhibitors’ Association, in conjunction with 
the Ministry. on which the Association have worked for 
many weeks in order to give practical effect to the desire 
of cinemas to play a fitting rdle in the war effort 

This week's film is Westward Ho and it deals with the fe- 
evacuation of children to the west of England and Wales. It 
will be followed by Call To Arms, dealing with the munition 
drive, and Britain at Bay. 

It is estimated that at the end of the first week alone ten 
million patrons will have seen the film ' 

The films will be supplied to cinemas free of charge and 
will be shown for one week in a thousand first-run houses 
and then in a further thousand houses so that the whole 
country will be covered. °

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Old Battle Refought 


No fight is $o hard as the battle which, once won. has 
to be refought. Such was the experience of the Prophet 
Elijah, related in Our Haftara. After weary, heartbreaking 
years of incessant struggle against the worship of Baal, 
the crucial moment of decision arrived. On Mount Carmel 
was to be waged the supreme conflict. It was to be a 
final testing, an ultimate resolution of the issue. a com- 
plete victory. The period of wavering. of halting between 
the two opinions, of compromise between Hebraism and 
Baalism was to come to a conclusive end. It was to be 
a combat to end combats; to drive strife and contention 
from the midst of the people for ever; to give them enduring 
peace rooted in lasting values. 

[he day came. Elijah called to Heaven. Heaven 
answered. The fire of God consumed the sacrifice of the 
faithful servant. The people prostrated themselves in 
worship, crying: ~ The Lord He is God.” Baalism seemed 
shattered; Elijah had triumphed. 

But on the morrow Elijah was a fugitive: his life was 
in danger, his work was undone. The prophets of Baal! 
had been defeated, but Baal was not dead. A miasma: of 
doubt, disillusionment, and despair enveloped the prophet 
of God. He prayed tor death: * It is enough: now ©O Lord. 
take away my life: for | am no better than my fathers.” 
The spirit of faith ebbed low within him. Weariness over- 
came 4um, darkness and sleep. Was it the end? No; Elijah 
dreamt a new dream. He heard the voice of God speaking 
of a new journey, new tasks, new duties. He was to ascend 
the mountain of God. It would demand the full measure 
of his physical and moral courage to maintain his stand 
there. For a rock-shattering hurricane would blow: and 
after the wind would come earthquake, and after the earth- 
quake fire. But at the last would be heard “a still small 
Voice “; that would be the Voice of God speaking Peace, 
assuring Victory, telling of the birth, through infinite 
travail, of a better and nobler world 

To refight the old battle was soul-shattering: but Elijah 
had the inner strength and daunitless spiritual valour to 
face up to it. In that unconquerable daring lay the seed 
of his ultimate victory. He climbed the mountain: he with- 
stood the cataclysmic storm: he heard the Divine Voice 


And by his new-won power he lived to appoint a successor, 
and to ensure the continuation and triumph of his prophetic 


spirit. 
_ The story of Elijah reads to-day not so much like an 
incident of past history as a portent of the perennial struggle 


“Ot Good against Evil that flows and ebbs through the ages. 


[hen and Now seem to mingle; the wooded heights of 
Carmel and the poppy-strewn fields of Flanders become 
one. Separated though they be in space and time, they 
are yet intertwined and interwoven like strands of the same 
pattern, marking Out some great cosmic design that spans 
the years and links together different peoples, ages, and 
climes. A quarter of a century ago we fought the battle 
against the German Baal. We thought it was a war to 
end war. It was a struggle intended to prove to all succeed- 
ing generations the criminal stupidity of aggression and the 
arbitrament of force. We won the war. The Hun was 
soundly beaten at his own game. “The prophets of the 
modern Baal and Moloch seemed crushed, never to rise. 
Yet to-day, in the very lifetime of those who witnessed the 
last world conflagration, the conflict is being renewed with 
all the added horrors of which the advancement of 
technology has made unscrupulous barbarians capable. 
Many of those who fought in the last war have to pass 
through the fire again. It is hard. I saps the vitality 
of our faith in human progress. and challenges our trust 
in Providence. It leads many to the brink of the dark 
abyss of despair. 

At this moment we need to exert our fullest spiritual 
Strength, to mobilise our entire moral and_ religious 
resources. The war has to be fought and won on many 
tronts. Before final victory is achieved. we may have to 
accept many setbacks, and make many retreats. But on 
one front there must never bé either surrender or with- 
drawal. Our spiritual line must not only remain intact. it 
must increase its power of resisiance from day to day. If 
ever a combat could be called a Holy War, it is the present 
Struggle. If ever international strife could be described 
as a mortal conflict between the forces of Light and Dark- 
ness, Right and Might, Civilisation and Barbarism, ours is 
the fight. It is the Carmel battle all over again: the Elijah 
fight renewed. At this moment we dare not lose heart. 
This eternal struggle, varied as are the forms it assumes, 
knows only one ending. The Tempest, the Earthquake, and 
the Fire rage and devastate; but the Divine Voice. still and 
small, yet withal the unvanquished voice of human con- 
science, ever transcends the roar of battle. Good must 
triumph over evil. The imperishable Chariot of Elijah will 


yet drive the bomber from the sky. For every Zimri there 
will arise a Phineas; every Quisling must meet the traitors 
fate. Let us only win the spiritual fight and victory shall 
be ours. Let our suffering not weaken us, but purify us.

WOOLLEN TALITH FACTORY 
The Only One in Europe 


A factory for the manufacture of woollen talethim has 
been started in this country by two Jews-—-one a Hungarian 
formerly a Czech, and the other formerly a Hungarian, 
and now a British subject (writes a Jewish CHRONICLE 
representative). 

Ihe name of the company is Landau Products Ltd. 
and the directors are Mr. M. Landau and Mr. J. Neumann, 
who claim that theirs is the first factory of its kind in this 
country and that to-day it is the only one in Europe. 
Hitherto woollen talethim have been produced in factories 
in Czechoslovakia and Poland. | was informed. 

Mr. Landau belongs to a family which has been long 
connected with the weaving of talethim. His father lives 
in Chust which was formerly Czechoslovakian territory, 
became the capital of independent Carpatho-Ukraine for a 
few hours. is now Hungarian. and ts claimed by Russia. Mr. 
Landau ran a talith factory in Vienna for six years whence 
he exported to England. America. and elsewhere. Both 
Mr. Landau and Mr. Neumann both spoke to me with Ws 
appreciation of the sympathy which the authorities in s 
contry had shown to them. Mr. Neumann is a tormer 
President of the Agudath Israel and is now Trustee and 
Treasurer, with Dr. Schonfeld, of the Jewish Secondary

Was Mr. Eden Misinformed ? 
PROMISE OF FURTHER INQUIRY 


The presence of refugees from Nazi persecution on board 
the torpedoed liner Arandora Star and the Governments 
policy in deporting refugees together with Nazis was dts- 
cussed in the House of Commons on Tuesday. 

Me. Groroce Strauss (Lab, Lambeth, N.) asked the 
Secretary for War whether he could make any further 
statement concerning the category of enemy aliens on the 
Arandora Star, and in particular whether these included 
refugees from Nazi oppression. 

OLONEI Wepawoop iLab.. Newcastle-under- 
Lyme) asked whether he could give an undertaking that 
Jews and anti-Hitler aliens would not be sent to Canada 
without their wives and that they would not again be shipped 
with Nazi internees and prisoners, and also for an assur- 
ance that no more German anti-Nazi Jews would be 
deported in company with Nazis, as was the case on the 
Arandora: Star. 


War Office Statement 


In reply, Mr. Epen said the interned enemy aliens on 
board the Arandora Star were Italian Fascists and category 
“A” Germans. It was understood by the War Office that 
none of the Germans was a refugee, but he was making 
further inquiries on that point. There were no pri S 
of war on board. 

Mr. Eden gave an assurance that it was not intended\to 
send out anti-Nazis in contact with Nazis, and said it was 
hoped to arrange that any further category “B~ or cate- 
gory “C™” Germans who were sent abroad would be 
accompanied or followed by their families. Sieps would be 
taken to inform relatives of addresses overseas as soon as 
they were known, 


Flat Contradiction 


Colonel Wedgewood asked if the House as to understand 
that there were no category “CC” anti-Nazi aliens on the 
Arandora Star, and he further asked how Mr. Eden accounted 
for the fact that some of those were known to have been saved. 
He asked if the War Office really knew who were on board. 

Mr. Eden replied: ‘ What I said was that they were all 
category “ A.” 

Colonel] Wedgwood: “ Surely he must know by now that 
they were not category ~* A,” but categories “B™ and “C.” 

Mr. Strauss: “Is he aware that some of the aliens on the 
Arandora Star had been sentenced to terms of imprisonment by 
the Nazis and beaten up by the Nazis, and that they were 
accepted in this country by the Czech Refugee Committee?” 

Mr. Eden: “ I have been into the question very carcfully this 
morning, but in view of what has been said | will naturally 
gO into it again.” 

Sm Herserr Wittiams (Con., Croydon, S.): “ Will he give 
an assurance that no category “ C ”™ aliens will be sent out of 
this country until some consideration has been given to the 
question of whether they should be released?” 

Mr. Eden: “ That is outside my domain, but personally |!

Only a Nominal Roll 


In the course of a leaderette in the New STATESMAN AND 
NATION, it was stated that “ despite frequent requests, the War 
Vilice has refused to provide lists of the casualties on the 
Arandora Star to the refugee organisations in London.”” Inquiries 
which I have made (writes a_JewtsH CHRONICLE representative) 
confirm this allegation, and was referred to the statement 
made in the House by Mr. Peake to the effect that the difficulty 
was that they had only a nominal roll of the people on board 
and that they had to find the survivors with that roll before 
they could find the missing. 

Mr. H. N. Brailsford writes of the Arandora Star in 
ReyYNotps News: “ It was not a happy ship. Some time before 
the torpedo struck her, the Nazis nailed up a swastika flag in 
one of the wardrooms, and tried by force to compel the refugees 
to salute it. A riot broke out, and 200 men were battened down 
below. For them there was no escape when the ship sank. 


Two Hundred Refugees ? 


“It is a pitiful and discreditable story. The aspect of it to 
which | wish to draw attention is that the military authorities 
in charge of this human cargo knew nothing about it#composi- 
tion. Parliament was informed (July 9).that ‘ the Germans on 
board were Nazi sympathisers and that none came to this 
country as refugees. That statement is false. There is reason 
to believe that about 200 of them were refugees. That 1 cannot 
personally confirm, but | do certainly know that 20 Austrian 
refugees were saved: I could, if necessary, give names.” 

The New STATESMAN gives the names of two anti-Nazi 
Germans who were on board. : 


INTERNEES’ CORRESPONDENCE 


Sir John Anderson told the House that all civilian 
internees are allowed to send two letters a week. As regards 
the reception of letters, there is no fixed limit, though there 
may have been difficulties and delays in handling the large 
volume of letters and parcels addressed to internees. 

It has been arranged that all wefugees taken to intern- 
ment shall be supplied with a printed postcard which they 


may sign and have posted to inform their families that they 
are well and safe.

THE B.U.F. “ REMOVAL” 


Careful Watch Eluded 
VAN OWNER CAUTIONED 


In the House of Commons Mr. J. J. Davipson (Lab., 
Marvhill) asked the Home Secretary whether he was aware 
that the British Union of Fascists transferred their books, 
files, stationery, and propaganda effects to two ground-floor 
rooms in Paddington, using two commercial vans marked 
with the letters “ W.D.,” and having the War Department 
arrowhead sign; and what action had been taken. 

Sin JOHN ANDERSON: “I have ascertained that the 
removal was carried out by a removal contractor, who used 
for the purpose a van on which the letters * W.D. had been 
painted last year when it was employed on a Government 
contract at Aldershot. This marking has now been removed, 
and the owner of the van has been cautioned.” 

Mr. Davidson: “ Does not the right hon. gentleman really 
think that under his own instructions his Department ought to 
have been able to stop such a thing before it actually took 
place? Is this organisation being watched carefully?” : 

Sir J. Anderson: “ Yes, Sir. The organisation is being 
watched carefully.” 


SILENT DUPLICATING MACHINES 


Mr. Davidson asked the Home Secretary whether he had 
a list of the private houses where official Fascist propa- 
ganda was printed on silent duplicating machines; whether 
he was aware of the police and public anxiety regarding 
the growing number of incidents arising from the open dis- 
tribution of such propaganda; and what action he had 
taken. 

Sir J. Anderson: “ Inquiries and searches are being under- 
taken by the police where there is any suspicion of current 
Fascist activities, and my information is that the steps 
taken for dealing with the organisation and active members 
of the British Union have been effective. An order has 
now been made under the Defence Regulations which makes 
it an Offence to issue propaganda on behalf of this organtsa- 
tion. and the police have been instructed to take appropriate 
steps if there is any contravention of the- Regulation.” 


LADY PEARSON 


Mr. Davidson asked the Home Secretary whether any 
restrictions had been placed on the movements and activities 
of Lady Pearson, who founded a Fascist branch in this 
country, and what were the extent of such restrictions. 

Sir J. Anderson: “By an order made against her on 
June 8 under Regulation 18A of the Defence Regulations, 
Lady Pearson is precluded from being in any area which 
is a protected area under the Aliens (Protected Areas) Orders 
and is also required to notify the police of any change of 
address.” 

Mr. Davidson: “ Can the right hon. gentleman assure the 
House that no modification of those restrictions will take place 
because of the fact thah this lady is related to a Member of 
the Government?” 

{Lady Pearson's brothePis Lord Croft, Under-Secretary of 
State for War.] 

Ma. Georce Brenson (Lab., Chesterfield): “Why was not 
this lady interned?” 

Sir J. Anderson: “ Perhaps I ought to tell the House that 
the decision taken in this matter was taken by me personally 
after consideration of the facts reported by the local police 
and that no extraneous consideration or argument whatsoever 
was taken account.” 

Mr. Davidson: “ Did the right hon. gentleman take into 
account the anxiety of public opinion with regard to the free- 
dom of this lady while others are being interned and committed 
to prison?” 

Sir J. Anderson: “I try to take all relevant considerations 
into account in these matters.” 


LORD REDESDALE’S ISLAND 


Mr. ARTHUR Woopspurn (Lab., Stirling) asked the Home 
Secretary whether he was aware that there were islands on 
the West Coast of Scotland owned by private individuals, 
and that, in the case of at least one island, one individual 
determined who might or might not land; and what steps 
he had taken to ensure that activities on these islands 
generally were supervised in the interests of national security 
and, m particular, that none of the islands were used by 
pro-Nazi sympathisers. 

Sir J. Anderson: “I am informed that the police keep 
these islands under supervision. They have had occasion 
to investigate certain recent reports but have satisfied them- 
selves that there was no ground for any action.” 

Mr. Woodburn: “Is the right hon. gentleman aware that 
one of these islands is owned and occupied by the father [Lord 
Redesdale}] and the family of Miss Unity Mitford, relatives and 
former associates of Fascists, and that it is causing great perturba- 
tion in the North of Scotland that these people are entirely 
unsupervised and have entire control of the island?” 


Sir J. Anderson: “ people are not, as far as I know, 
resident on the island. I ‘have information as to the persons 
who are there.” 


ANTI-NAZI WRITERS 


No Special Exemption from Internment 


Mr. Georce Strauss (Lab., Lambeth, N.) asked the Home 
Secretary whether iv was intended to intern German refugees 
from Nazi oppression who had done work of national 
importance by exposing in newspapers or books the Nazi 
menace and suggesting means by which it could best be met. 

Sir John Anderson: “ The decision taken on military con- 
siderations that the large numbers of Germans and Austrians 
in this country ought not in present circumstances to be 
left at liberty necessarily involved the internment of many 
who, so far as is known, are anxious to assist this country. 
Arrangements have been made to exempt from internment 
certain categories of persons whose work is of special value 
to the war effort.” 

Mr. Strauss: “ Does the right hon. gentleman include as 
valuable to the war effort the work of such people as are men- 
tioned in my question?” 

Sir John: “I think that must be a matter of judgment, but 
I have always been prepared to consider any representations 


with regard to the form in which particular aliens could render 
useful service.” 


THE WAR OFFICE 
Its Point of View Explained 


[From our Lobby Correspondent] 


Replying for the Government in the House of Commons 
debate on refugees last week, Sir Enwarp Gricc, Under 
Secretary for War, gave the War Office point of view. He 
was a trifle scathing about the House's “ power of detach- 
ment” in discussing this subject at such a time. In the 
approach of many members to the problem there was an 
atmosphere of unreality which to him was “ positively 
terrifying.” 

The War Office, he said, had no objection to the idea 
of enlisting aliens in a foreign legion, but he begged members 
to remember we were striving to arm our own army. On 
the question of internment, he stressed the opinion of the 
Army, which he believed represented the great majority 
of the people of the country. The number of really hard 
cases was small. The system, he admitted, had of necessity 
been rough and ready, but unfortunately that was a hard 
necessity in war. They would try to make it less rough. 

He announced that Mr. Eden had entrusted him with the 
duty of conducting an inquiry into the way the camps were 
being run. The assOciation in the same camp of Nazis and 
non-Nazis had been due entirely to accident, owing to the 
pace at which the work had to be done. They could not 
bring men and women with families together, but they were 
trying to put fathers and sons and brothers together. 


INTERNMENT OF AGED ALIENS 
Wholesale Arrests 


Mr. James Hatt (Lab., Whitechapel) will ask the Home 
Secretary on Tuesday next if he is aware of the hardship 
caused by the numerous arrests recently made of male 
aliens between 60 and 70 years of age, most of whom have 
lived in this country for many years: and does he intend to 
have an early review of the reason determining these intern- 
ments, so that those elderly people may be permitted to 
return to their ordinary duties? 

Our Lobby Correspondent writes: 

Mr. Hall said to me: “ The police are arresting these old 
people in wholesale fashion. I have already brought at 
least a dozen cases to the notice of Mr. Peake. One is of 
a man who has lived in this country for 52 years and has 
three daughters and one son, all born here and holding 


British nationality. Yet he has been taken to an internment 
camp.

Adrian Moreing appreciated, through deep insight and 
understanding, the spirit of the Jew and the desire of the 
Jewish people for a National Home. His intimate know- 
ledge of the Middle and Near East lent a sense of authority 
to his support of the Zionist Movement. During a con- 
versation with him at the time of the publication of the 
White Paper in May last year, he expressed to me his 
conviction of the justification of restoring Palestine to the 
Jewish people from a historical standpoint, even without 
taking into consideration the suffering of Jewish masses in 
lands of oppression. He was among the band of Govern- 
ment supporters who, despite the three-line whip, voted twice 
against the Colonial Secretary's White Paper proposals. On 
One occasion, when a Member referred to his pro-Zionist 
sympathies, he replied: “I am not a pro-Zionist, |. am a 
Zionist.”

Large Bequest by Swedish Jewess 


The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports the bequest of three 
million Swedish crowns (about £176,500) for Jewish causes 
provided in the will of the widow of Consul-General Warburg. 
The sum of 100,000 crowns is given to the Stockholm Com- 
munity and 60,000 to the Gothenburg Community for memorial 
funds. A fund of 500,000 crowns is set up for the relief of 
the poor and distressed. The remainder is to go for the estab- 
lishment of homes for Jews in Palestine and other parts of the 
world and for the relief of needy Jewish savants. 


THe Hon. Meas. ROBERT SEBAG-MONTEFIORE, who died 
on April 21 left estate of the gross value of £601,241 (net per- 
sonalty £542,609).

Sabbath Observance Question 
{(COMMUNICATED] 


A meeting of the Execufive of the Union of Orthodox 
Hebrew Congregations, with the President, Mr. J. S. Stern, 
in the chair, ‘was held last week. 

The Chairman reported on the work of the Union's 
Sabbath Observance Association. It was decided at a 
recent meeting of the Rabbinical Council of the Union to 
hold a Sabbath Observance Conference to deal with the 
question of Shmirass Shabbas, and that it should be followed 
by a representative meeting of Synagogues and Rabbis. 
It was suggested that one Sabbath in the near future be set 
aside tor publicising Shmirass Shabbas. 

[he meeting was informed that circulars were to be sent 
to the Jewish Chaplains to the Forces, giving the names and 
addresses of Jewish people living in various parts of the 
country, so that Jewish men serving in the Forces could 
be informed, and hospitality and Sabbath services provided 
near places where they might be stationed. 


THE NAZI CHALLENGE 
Chief Rabbi’s Address 


The Chief Rabbi presided at one of the mectings of the 
World Congress of Faiths held recently at Bedford 
College, W. The subject of discussion was “ The Common 
Spiritual Basis for International Order.” 

The Chief Rabbi said that Nazi Germany had defiantly 
challenged the foundation-pillar on which the national and 
international order in the Western world had hitherto rested, 
viz., reverence for human personality; which reverence, when 
translated into political language, meant the liberty, justice, 
and respect for every human being qua human being. The 
naked brutality of the Nazi religion was best seen in the 
Reich's treatment of its Jewish population. 

“ Unfortunately,” went on Dr. Hertz, “ the Governments 
of the free peoples for a long time thought, in the manner 
of the pro-slavery leaders in American Lincoln's day, that 
Europe might well remain half-slave and half-free. They 
have learned wisdom since. And the World Congress of 
Faiths has now undertaken to open our eyes to the fact that 
after Armageddon shall have shattered the heathen idols 
of Nazidom. we shall still be confronted by the tremendous 
task of spiritual reconstruction; and the beginning of such 
reconstruction must be the stemming of the disintegration of 
all convictions concerning the sacredness of the spirit, and 
the ushering in of a world-wide revival of reverence for 
the infinite worth of each and every human soul.”

JEWS 


Inciting the Petain 
Government 


THE GOEBBELS TOUCH 


The Pétain Government has been taking further steps 
to impose on France a totalitarian regime. What this 
will- bode for French Jewry is not yet clear. What ts clear, 
however, is that the Nazis have been trying to foist on 
the French their methods of racial persecution. 

The Nazis allege that in the new France there will be no 
room for Jews in Government and municipal offices, the 
Press, or industry. According to the new pro-Nazi news- 
papers circulating in the occupied territory, and to the Jew- 
baiting ACTION FRANCAISE, France should copy the Nazi 
example of solving the Jewish problem. One anti-Jewish 
paper, La France au Travail, now being sold in_ Paris, 
advocates the isolation of Jews on islands such as Britain, 
Australia, and Madagascar. The Goebbels touch is plain. 

Obviously inspired by the Nazis, sandwichmen are said 
to be patrolling the pavement in front of the famous Cafe 
de la Paix in Paris, which has recently reopened, with 
posters reading “ Jews not wanted.” Anti-Jewish films are 
being shown by the Nazis in cinemas in Paris and other 
occupied towns. 


Smash and Grab 


The Nazi rulers of France are already developing plans 
for the rapid seizure of everything of value possessed by 
Jews. Their tactics betray a desire to act quickly, as if they 
were not sure that Britain and the vast majority of French- 
men will permit them to exploit the riches of the country 
for any length of time. 

One of their latest decisions is to place a number of 
commissioners in charge of Jewish factories and businesses 
in the occupied area, But in some cases, too impatient to 
wait for their commissioners to accomplish the pillaging of 
businesses, Jewish shopkeepers are being arrested and 
despoiled of their goods on the pretext that they are demand- 
ing exorbitant prices from the German troops. The Nazi 
authorities have also decreed that no Jew in the occupied 
area should be permitted to withdraw from the banks more 
than 1,000 francs of his capital without a special permit. 
The Jews, of course, invariably find these special permits 
unobtainable. 

The Gestapo is busy hunting for people who commit the 
“terrible crime” of listening-in to wireless stations not 
controlled by Germany; and the Jews are everywhere 
blamed for spreading news broadcast fromeBritain. Many 
Jews have been arrested and sent for trial. 


Ten thousand Jewish refugees in the unoccupied area of 
France, between Pau and Toulouse, and another 20,000 in the 
occupied area of Bordeaux, Bayonne, and Biarritz, are in 
urgent need of food and clothing, according to messages reach- 
ing Lisbon. The position of German and Austrian refugees is 
especially precarious.

Nazi Threats Ignored 


It is revealed thai the recent Nazi order for the dismissal 
of the Lord Mayor of The Hague was largely due to his 
refusal to enforce in all their severity a number of anti- 
Jewish orders. The Nazi authorities accused him of trying 
to sabotage their orders for the confiscation of Jewish 
property and the registration of the Jewish refugees from 
the Third Reich and Czechoslovakia who had been trapped 
in Holland. The Nazis have also issued a warning to the 
Dutch people not to persist in their practice of sheltering 
refugees in their homes. All the refugees, it is declared, 
must be immediately delivered to the authorities to be dealt 
with as fugitives of justice. All offenders against this order 
will be severely punished. 

In Belgium, the Jews are being met with great sympathy 
by the general public. Belgian anti-Nazis are demonstrating 
their friendly attitude towards the Jews as a protest against 
the Nazi regime 


DANES RESIST ANTI-SEMITISM 


Acting on the instructions of the Gestapo, Danish pro- 
Nazis have been organising anti-Jewish demonstrations. In 
Luna Park, Copenhagen, Jews were attacked, and a boycott 
campaign launched. The pro-Nazis are urging that all 
Jewish businesses be forced to exhibit special signs. 

The Danish Government is doing its best to keep the 
Danish Quislings under control, being fully aware of the 
intentions of the German invaders to utilise their Fifth 
Column allies for the purpose of creating trouble as a pre- 
text for replacing the present Government by a pro-Nazi 
administration. But the Government finds « difficult to 
resist the continued intrigues. It may find encouragement 
in the attitude of the Danish public, as shown recently 
when Nazi demonstrators met with violent opposition in 
the streets of Copenhagen. But last week the Nazis claimed 
that the Government would eliminate all Jews from public 
services. 


Memorial plaques on the houses in Copenhagen once occupied 
by the late Danish Jewish author, Georg Brandes, and’ the late 
Chief Rabbi of Copenhagen, Professor David Simonsen, have 
been removed. 


MAKING NORWAY NORDIC” 
A Ghetto for Oslo 


The Nazi rulers of Norway have decided that the native 
population needs educating in racial principles. Accord- 
ingly, the Press is being told to preach to the Norwegians 
that as members of the Nordic race they ought to appreciate 
the Nazi theories, and that the German occupation will 
release them from the yoke of the Jews and the influence 
of the “Jewish” Speaker of the Norwegian Parliament, 
M. Hambro. 

In order to demonstrate to the Norwegians the real 
extent of the “Jewish menace,” the Nazis are planning 
to stage the anti-Semitic “Wandering Jew” Exhibition— 
it has already been on show in Austria and Czechoslovakia 
~—to Oslo and other towns. The Wazis are also believed 
to have the intention of confining all Jews in Norway to a 
ghetto in Oslo. 


WHEN B.B.C. BROADCASTS 
TO ITALY 


Jews Blamed for Spreading Truth 


The Italian Government has ordered all Jews to surrender 
ther wireless sets. The Fascists say that it is impossible to 
trust the Jews to carry out instructions not to listen-in to 
foreign broadcasts. and particularly to refrain from spread- 
ing among the public the news broadcast from Britain. 

According to a Geneva report, the authorities’ in accord- 
ance with the demands of the Gestapo, have begun repatri- 
ating Jewish refugees who were trapped in Italy when 
Mussolini declared war against the Allies. A geimber of 
refugees have already been sent back to Germany, Czecho- 
Slovakia, and Poland. 


NAZI SHORTAGE OF DOCTORS 
Jews Made to Tend Wounded 


The scarcity of Aryan doctors in Germany has, according 
to the reports published in the Hungarian Press, already 
led the German authorities to conscript 1.250 Jewish doctors 
and 940 Jewish dentists for service in military hospitals. 

Even former Jewish medical students, who had been 
banned from the Medical Faculties at the Universities, are 
now being compelled to assist military doctors in order to 


enable them to cope with the large numbers of wounded 
soldiers. 


THE ROAD TO NUREMBERG 
Rumanian Ban on Jewish Doctors 


Jewish doctors will in future be excluded from panel 
practice in Rumania. This is the first measure under the 
new decree issued this week restricting public positions to 
members of the new totalitarian National Party. — 

The National Party is closed to Jews, baptised Jews, and 
non-Jews married to Jews. Non-members of the Party may 
not hold public postions, and will suffer restrictions in 
employment in an official or professional capacity. 

Commenting on the growing campaign for sterner 
measures against the Jews, CuRENTUL this week advises 
patience.

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RIGHTS OF U.S. ALIENS 
No “ Witch-Hunts ” 


President Franklin D. Roosevelt has issued a Statement 
warning against subjecting loyal aliens to harassment. The 
statement was issued in connection with his signature ot 
a new law providing for registration and taking the finger- 
prints of the approximately 3,500,000 aliens in the United 
States. “ Most of the aliens in this country,” he said. “ are 

ople who came here because they believed and had faith 
in the principles of American democracy. and thev _ 
entitled to and must receive full protection of the law.” 

In order to protect civil rights, including the rights of 
aliens, and to discourage “ witch-hunts.” Mr. R. H Jackson 
the US. Attorney-General, has laid down strict rules ‘of 
procedure for the investigation and prosecution of Fifth 
Columnists suspected of violaiion of the laws concerning 
espionage and sabotage.

“to assure aliens of complete and friendly protection unde:

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MINISTRY FOR REFUGEE 


NEXT to the war itself it is probably true to say that 
there is no problem more gigantic, more bristling with 
difficulties. and more heartbreaking than the problem 
of what to do with the refugees who have fled in terror 
before Hitler's legions of hell. Here, in England, the 
problem has ached in the body politic since first the 
Nazis lied and cheated themselves into power; and under 
the impact of war has so far utterly baffled a truly 
British settlement. 

So far, refugee policy, such as has existed, has been 
shaped, since the development of this year's campaigns, 
under three influences. The first was the understand- 
able desire of the military leaders to protect the country 
against possible dangers arising from the presence here 
of some 50,000 “ enemy aliens,” a desire which became 
the stronger as invasion grew or seemed to grow more 
imminent. That wish may well have been fed by the 
unhappy designation of “ enemy,” given to many whose 
only enmity was to the potential invaders themselves 
and certainly not to this country. The second influence 
flowed from the panic-mongers and xenophobes who 
could think of no better idea than “intern the lot,” 
harmless or suspect, young and old. The third was 
exerted by the Fifth Columnists primed by the German 
wireless, which revealed great ingenuity in encouraging 
continuous alarm concerning Britain's supposed peril 
from refugees—not, of course, out of a tender concern 
for British security but as a cunning trick to undermine 
British confidence, foster disunion, and, most important 
of all, to divert attention from these Fifth Columnists 
whose British nationality is a good sound cloak in an 
anti-alien scare. Hitler teaches that a people can have 
only one hate or fear at a time. What more profitable 
to Nazi purposes and to Nazi agents of British 
nationality than that the fear of the British peopie should 
concentrate on the German refugees—in any case hated 
so fanatically by the Nazis. 

At the beginning of the war, British sanity and 
humanity took a wise and kindly course. Later, under 
the pressure of the influences already mentioned, this 
policy began to be whittled away. There came cruel, 
indiscriminate, and wasteful round-ups of men whose 
hona fides had been, scrutinised again and again and 
who had always been vindicated. Employers were torn 
from the businesses they had established and in which 
unemployed Britons had found work. Scientists were 
stupidly incarcerated, including several of world reputa- 
lion, any one of whom might have been a Haber or a 
Weizmann capable by his genius of saving the nation 
in a critical emergency. German men of letters, whose 
anti-Nazi propaganda value might be considerable were 
interned. And in this welter of confusion, some among 
the nation seemed to have given way to hysteria, and 
to be fast jeopardising, therefore, the faith of friendly 
peoples, and especially of Americans, in our standards 
of justice and our capacity for resistance. 

Thanks at last, however, to the democratic freedom 
of Parliament and the Press, the follies and dangers 
into which we had drifted have become revealed. 
Slowly, though painfully, members of the Government 
are endeavouring to grope their way out of the chaos to 
the paths of reason, and a number of modifications have 
been announced, though results are not yet apparent. 
It is idle to lay the whole blame on the various 
departments and Ministries for the hurried improvisa- 
tions, under the stress of national peril, which have 
cost so much in suffering and loss. They have 
blundered and failed and are probably furiously 
ashamed of their failure. Far better is it to think out the 
broad lines of.a plan which will combine, in the days 
to come, an indispensable care for the nation’s safety 


with due regard to humanity and a comprehensive view 
of the national interests. 

What would the Government.have planned if it had 
- - been able to deliberate efficiently in an atmosphere of 
complete calm? It would have instituted certain classes 
of refugees, to be dealt with on clearly defined lines and 
according to their respective circumstances. And having 
done so, it would have stuck to its, proposals in defiance 
of misguided clamour. One class, consisting of those 
whose loyalty to this country has been placed beyond 
doubt, would have been regarded as the victims of the 
common enemy. They would, if they had so desired, 
have been kept in this country and set, under safeguards, 
to work of national importance. A second class, to 
whom any suspicion might have attached, would have 
been interned and sent abroad. And a third, consisting 


of those refugees who preferred in any case to leave, 


would have been actively assisted to emigrate.

Why cannot the authorities even now get to work 
on some such lines as these? We have seen how one 
new department after another has had to be created 
under the intense strain of war conditions. Has not 
the time come when the Home Secretary, burdened as 
his predecessors never were, should be relieved of the 
task of dealing with this vast and complicated refugee 
problem and when the whe work should be turned 
over to a specially established Ministry? Lord Cecil 
has advocated the step in Parliament, and,jn the interests 
of the nation as well as of the refugees, the proposal 
should receive urgent consideration. Such a Ministry 
would possess exceptional authority. It would have 
the time to consider every aspect of the problem, and 
the power to take its decisions, after due consultation 
with the Cabinet, as Well as consideration of the War 
Office view, provided that that view was not only reason- 
able but took into account all sides of what is a many- 
sided question. 

Along these lines the whole problem could be handled 
with intelligence, efficiency, and speed. We should cut 
through the red tape and be rid of delays and the 
blundering self-sufficiency of officialdom, as exemplified 
in the foolish rebuffs to the Jewish bodies which offered 
their co-operation. And we should at last have a chance 
of a coherent and intelligible policy which, steadily 
maintained, would shame the hysterical and win the 
approval of the nation as a whole and of Britain's 
friends beyond the seas. But—speed ts of the essence 
of the question. The time to act is now, before con- 
fusion grows more confounded and a new crop of evil 
grows on the poisonous midden of muddle, 


PALESTINE IN THE WAR 


PaLestTine had what is described as its first real air-raid 
on Monday, when a number of hostile aeroplanes bombed 
the Haifa district causing slight damage and a few casualties. 
The joint Jewish-Arab A.R.P. went into action and the public 
are said to have co-operated efficiently. Warnings were also 
sounded at Jaffa and Tel-Aviv, but the inhabitants saw and 
heard nothing of the intruders. These incidents signalise the 
entry of the country into the active war area. But they 
appear to have left the population calm and unflurried— 
a testimony to its confidence and civic capacity. Side by 
side with this attack the Nazi propaganda has gone into 
action. German reports have been broadcast about an 
alleged new agreement reached between Great Britain and 
the Jewish Agency for the recognition of a Jewish State 
in-Palestine, which will ultimately rank as a self-governing 
Dominion and embrace parts of Syria. 


There is, it need hardly be said, not an atom of truth 
in these statements which are obviously designed to create 
division between Arabs and Jews and so to weaken 
Britain's power in the Near East. In their crudity and 
clumsiness they are typically Nazi. But, like the air-raid 
at Haifa and the warnings elsewhere, they point to the 
continued interest of Italians in these parts. Meanwhile, 
we have Lord Halifax's assurance that one effect of the 
entry of Italy into the war has been to strengthen pro- 
British sentiment in all sections of the Community. The 
Jews, he agrees, are co-operating fully in matters of defence, 
and the co-operation of the Arabs, “who view with 
abhorrence the prospect of the application in Palestine of 
Italy's method of colonisation in Libya” is no less whole- 
hearted. To adapt King Charles’ saying, the Arabs are 
not anxious to kill Great Britain in order to make 
Mussolini king; and certainly Italian bombs will only con- 
firm the wisdom of their attitude. 


“ET TU, BRODE!” 


A MEETING of the Executive Council of the British Section 
of the World Jewish Congress has appointed a Committee 
“to take further actiog an reference to the position of 
aliens.” Why? There exists, in this country, a Board of 
Deputies which had, up till recently, an Aliens Committee. 
its work has been suspended for the time being, the reason 
given by the Deputies’ President being that the problem of 
aliens, with all its ramifications, had, in the last few months, 
become one of the most important and difficult in the 
life of the Community and, to a certain extent, outside 
the Community too. The idea, Professor Brodetsky went 
on to say. was to have this question dealt with by the 
chief authorities of the Board and not to relegate it to a 
Committee, And he added that “this recommendation (to 
suspend the Alicns Committee), so far from representing 
a lack of interest in aliens, is, on the contrary, an expres- 
sion of the desire of myself and my colleagues to put 
the question of aliens in the very centre of the activities 
of the Board.” Then what necessity was there for the 
World Jewish Cengress to set up another Aliens Com- 
mittee? And how comes it that Dr. Brodetsky, who was 
present when this was done, presumably acquiesced in a 
step which may jostle his Board in a work placed “in the 
very centre” of its activities? . 


We have again and again pleaded in these columns for 
the scrapping of overlapping action, and have called for a 
strengthening of the Deputies’ influence through the willing 
recognition of its undivided authority. But it seems that 
appeals, and all actions serving the same purpose, such 
as the appointment of a representative and powerful Execu- 
tive Committee of the Board, ¢an still be flouted even in 
these critical days. One scarcely expected, however, that Dr. 
Brodetsky himself should connive, or even appear to con- 
nive, at the perpetuation of the evil old disunion, and 
at the belying of those hopes upon which he has lately 
discoursed so eloquently and so movingly.

CHILD EVACUATION OVERSEAS 


No one will fail to sympathise with the Government 
in the dilemma which confronts it in the matter of the 
evacuation of children overseas. This can be described in 
a couple of sentences: Paramount considerations of national 
safety render it impossible to provide sufficient naval 
escorts for evacuees, and the Government refuse the responsi- 
bility of sending shiploads of children away unescorted. 
Yet. according to Sir Evelyn Wrench, many hundreds of 
parents have deliberately preferred to take the risk rather 
than subject their children to what they evidently regard 
as the greater peril of keeping them in this raid-threatened 
country. And in these cases, at any rate, no obstacle has 
been thrown in the way. The children have been permitted 
to leave, at their parents’ risk, or at that of the voluntary 
organisations which have been engaged in the work. Un- 
fortunately, failing Government help, it is only the children 
of the better-to-do classes who in most cases are in a 
position to take advantage of the permission. Whether they 
do so or not, this fact, bésides suggesting unfairness, gives 
rise to heartburning and resentment. 


AMERICA COULD HELP 


To meet such a situation, two courses are open. The 
voluntary organisations could receive sufficient financial 
support to enable them to send as many of the poorer 
children away to the receiving organisations and individuals 
in America and elsewhere as their parents would desire 
(on their own responsibility) to part with. This would 
entail Government consent to their departure, and it seems 
unlikely, as far as one can judge, that this would be 
given. The alternative is that the United States, which 
has recently cut away restrictions which impeded the 
children’s access to the country, should now take the neat 
logical step and allow its own ships to enter the war 
zone and carry the children to American soil. The danger 
of U-boat attack cannot, it is true, be disregarded, and 
the chance that the madmen of Berlin, acting on their 
principle “mihi! inhumanum alienum a me puto,” may 
cruelly give rein to their ferocity, must be borne in mind. 


The American press has been strongly urging the necessity 
of allowing the country’s shipping to proceed on the 
merciful mission to which we refer. The Law, which 
stands in the way, was intended not to prevent such humane 
action. but to help keep America out of the war, and, as 
one paper grimly remarks, children are not yet contraband. 
One can only hope that the United States Congress will 
see the reasonableness of inserting the necessary small 
amendment in the Act. Certainly the many kind folk 1m 
that country ark! Canada who have volunteered to care for 
the children would be gratified by the step, and many 
anxious parental hearts at home would be relieved. 


NAZI-PROOF 


WHEREVER the German “ blonde beast” penetrates its 
hoof-marks are to be found, in the shape of efforts to 
spread local animosity against the Jews. This was the case 
in Czechoslovakia and Denmark. It is now the case in 
Belgium and Holland. In none of these instances, it is 
gratifying fo recerd, has there so far been any measure 
of success. The “beast” has made no deep impression. 
The vast majority of the peoples concerned have shown 
that they will have none of its beastliness, and have mani- 
fested in unmistakable fashion their profound sympathy 
for their harmed Jewish fellow-citizens. Such an attitude 
has demanded no little courage. We Jews, in common with 
every freedom-loving community, recognise the bravery 
that has been shown and render deep thanks for it. We 
realise, too, that this sturdy clinging to national traditions 
and instincts bodes well for the Allied Cause. It proves 
that the determination to resist remains strong and unbroken 
and gives additional hope of its ultimate victory. 
Brutish force cannot suppress for very long a nation’s 
spirit if that spirit be strong and pure. If France also 
should now stand firm against persistent Nazi attempts 
to sully her soil with anti-Jewish hate, that will be a sign 
that she, too, has not lost her soul and that she will regain 
her former majesiy and splendour in the happier times to be. 


MORE CLUMSY MUDDLE 


COMMENT was recently made here on the fact that one of 
the Jewish V.C.’s, Corporal Jack White, had been turned out 
of the L.D.V.’s because Mr. White's father had not been 
a British subject. This act, so extraordinary in connection 
with a soldier so distinguished, was received with astonish- 
ment in the public press. When the War Secretary's 
attention was directed to it in Parliament, he stated that 
he had given instructions for the relaxation of ghe rule in 
Mr. White’s case. Yet when Mr. White went to the 
L.V.D. headquarters in Salford for formal re-enlistment 
last Monday he was again refused. 


Whatever the cause or excuse of this clumsy muddle, the 
upshot is that this soldier, with his sturdy patriotism and 
brilliant military record, is now twice rejected. Oddly 
enough, however, in the adjoining area of Prestwich a 
number of others, labouring under the same disability as Mr. 
White, seem now to have been accepted. No one wishes to 
embarrass the heavily burdened administration by turning 
the limelight on to their petty failures. But this kind of 
thing is not only a little discouraging to ardent patriots, 
but may well reflect, in a small way, some’ factor which 
might lead to gross inefficiency in vital matters. It is quite 
on a par with the foolish action of taking aliens away from 
work of national importance and locking them up in an 
internment camp. Precautions are all very fine. But 
when they degenerate into senseless red-tape or are used 
by persons in petty authority to express their personal views 
then it seems time to make drastic correction.

HOME FOR AGED JEWS 


Serious Shortage of Funds 
EXTRA COST OF REFUGEES AND A.R.P., 


The annual meeting of the Home for Aged Jews was held 
at Woburn House on Sunday. 

Mr. Myer Cash presided in the absence of the President. 
Colonel Donald Van Den Bergh, J.P... who was unable to 
attend tn consequence of war work. 

Moving the adoption of the report for 1939, Mr. Cash 
spoke of the care and attention that was given to the old 
people and said that it would be a disaster if this work 
had to be curtailed through lack of funds. The Committee, 
he said, had resolved to maintain the maximum number 
of inmates at the Home. They had also provided for a 
number of refugees for which new money had to be found. 
A.R.P. had involved them in an expenditure of about 
£15,000, which they had had to take from capital, Their 
ordinary income had, unfortunately, diminished. It was, 
therefore, imperative that all the support and help that they 
could get should be given to the Committee. He sincerely 
hoped that the community would not fail them at a time 
of urgent need. 

The report was adopted as were also the accounts and 
balance-sheet.

He appealed 
to employers of labour to accept collecting boxes in. their 
factortes and to arrange supervision of the collections among 
the employees. 


JEWISH RIGHTS AND DUTIES 


Professor Brodetsky Addresses Liverpool 
Zionists 


[From our Correspondent] 


Addressing a large audience at Zion House, Liverpool, 
on Sunday, at a meeting arranged by the United Zionist 
Society, Professor Selig Brodetsky spoke of the duty of 
jews in this country in the national effort in defence of 
the existence of human civilisation. Dr. BrodetskV said he 
knew that that duty would be accepted cheerfully: in fact 
there was sufficient evidence that Jews were co-operating 
wholeheartedly in every way. 

fo give up their work for Zionism at this time, the 
speaker went on, would not only be a great mistake but 
a deadly crime. Since 1933, Palestine had taken’ 200,000 
Jews, and had the right to call upon the communities of 
the world for the means to absorb and establish this large 
mass of people. Refugees were still going there, and the 
more there the stronger would be Jewish claims after 
the war, which would rest on the considerations of how 
many Jews there were in the country, how well absorbed 
they had been, and how well Palestine would be able to 
answer the needs of the homeless Jews after the war. 

The Jews of Palestine had shown that they possessed courage, 
were prepared to fight for their homes, and were strongly dis- 
ciplined. If attack came in that region the greatest danger 
would be to the Jews. Therefore they had the right to say 
that they should be enabled to defend themselves. “ We shall 
have to he a party to any future discussions regarding our 
destiny,” concluded Professor Brodetsky, “ and it is our task to 
carry on preparing for that futdre. Mr. Louis Epstein presided. 

Professor S. Brodetsky, President of the Board of Deputies of 
British Jews, addressed a meeting of representatives of the 
Jewish Community convened by the local Committee of Deputies 
and held at the Princes Road Synagogue Annexe on Sunday. 
Professor Brodetsky suggested the formation of a special Com- 
mittee to deal, from a local pomt of view, with problems facing 
the Jews of this country. After a discussion it was decided 
that this work should be delegated to the existing Vigilance 
Committee in co-operation with other sections of the Com- 
munity, and that the newly constituted Committee should report 
at intervals to the Community. Dr. I. Jackson Lipkin presided. 


GERMAN-JEWESSES’ APPOINTMENT AS 
HOSPITAL PROBATIONERS 


A Birmingham Councillor’s Objections 


When the employment of three German Jewesses as 
probationer nurses at Bromsgrove Isolation Hospital, 
Birmingham, came before the Hospital Board last week, 
Mr. Charles Crane, Chairman of Bromsgrove Urban 
Council, opposed the appointment. 

The Matron (Miss M. B. Donnelly) reported she had advertised 
for probationers, and the only reply she received was from the 
Central Office for Refugees, London, which offered the services 
of the three German Jewesses. The girls had been brought to 
England with the approval and encouragement of the Home 
Office and were anxious to help Britain. 

_ Mr. Crane said that the proper place for such people was the 
internment camp. The majority of the girls might be genuinely 
anti-Nazi, but there was a risk that some might be Nazis. 

The Chairman of the Board, Mr. V. Drury, said if the police 
were satisfied he could see no reason why the girls should not 
be engaged. 

The appointments were confirmed.

ANGLO-JEWISH PACT DENIED 


Exposure of Nazi Lie 
A VERSION FOR EACH COUNTRY 


The Ministry of Information has issued the following 

Statement: 
_ “ The statements recently made in the German broadcasts 
in Arabic with regard to a British-Jewish pact about Palestine 
are completely false. There have been no negotiations either 
before or since the Franco-German armistice with regard 
to a Jewish State in Palestine, the evacuation of the Arabs, 
or any such schemes, and in spite of the wealth of detail 
given by the German broadcasts, these have no foundation 
in fact. 

“ It 1s, of course, well known that the Jews of Palestine. 
like a great Many of the Arabs there, are working and fight- 
ing on the side of Great Britain against the Nazi domina- 
tion. But any story of a * secret pact’ between Great Britain 
and the Jewish Agency ts sheer invention.” 


Judea, Syria, and Abyssinia 


[his wealth of detail is worth recording. 

[he campaign began with a /cesen broadcast in Arabic 
on a short-wave transmission directed to the Near East to 
the effect that a treaty had been made between the British 
Government and the Jewish Agency for Palestine for the 
establishment of a Jewish State in Judea. with the status 
of a dominion and possessing also certain disiricts of Syria 
and colonies in the Lake Tsana region of Abyssinia. 

This revelation was accompanied by quotations from a 
manifesto allegedly circulated by Sheikh el Maraghi, Rector 
of Al Ahzar Universitv. warning Arabs that “the secret 
Anglo-Jewish treaty provides for the handing over of 
Palestine to the Jews.” To this the announcer added that 
news of the treaty had angered all Arab circles. because 
Jerusalem was one of the most holy Moslem places. 

“The expulsion of the Arabs from Palestine, their 
national home. the home of their forefathers, is unbearable 
for any Arab.” Moslem listeners were told. “ Britain, by 
concluding this treaty with the Jews, has revealed her real 
hatred of the Arabs. Britain has humiliated the Arab 
world.” 


“ King George of Judah” 


Half an hour later, the Zeesen transmitter, broadcasting to 
the Balkans in Serbo-Croat, reported the sensation created 
in the Arab world by the revelation of the secret treaty. and 
described Moslem resentment raging against the British. 

A few more details were added... Members of the Wafd 
were arrested in Egypt, the announcer declared, for dis- 
tributing copies of the manifesto issued by the Rector of 
El Ahzar. 

The news was repeated a few minutes later in a broadcast 
in Dutch. It described Britain’s great embarrassment at the 
revetation that King George VI, according to the secret 
agreement, was to be crowned King of Judah. An agree- 
ment on this subject already existed between Britain and 
Turkey, it was added. As the price for her consent, Turkey 
was. to receive parts of Northern Syria, and Britain was to 
have the right to station 300,000 troops at strategic points 
throughout Syria. 

Still anottér ‘Version was later broadcast in Turkish. It 
was supplemented with details, describing the stringent 
measures allegedly taken to repress Moslem distributors of 
Sheikh el Maraghis manifesto, 

Then came the Ministry of Information’s denial. 


ITALY’S EYES ON SYRIA 


French Troops Demoralised 
WHO WILL GET THE WAR MATERIAL ? 


There is much concern among Arabs, the Dairy TELE- 
GRAPH AND MORNING Post reports, as to the possibility of 
France making some kind of bargain with Germany and 
Italy affecting Syria’s future status. (One report says that 
Syria may be ceded to Italy if Italy renounces her claims on 
Tunis and Corsica.) 

Although Britain has declared that she will not allow 
any hostile Power to occupy the French mandated areas of 
Svria and Lebanon, it is not excluded that if Syrians came 
to believe that such a danger as a French bargain was 
imminent they might cause trouble. Some of the French 
troops, lacking money, are said to have sold rifles and 
cartridges to local people for a mere song. This fact is 
exercising the public security authorities both in Syria and in 
Palestine. 

According to the Dairy TeLeGraen, several French officers 
have succeeded, despite obstruction of the roads, in reaching 
Palestine. The French Army, it is stated, is demoralised, 
and manv of the men are anxious to rejoin their families in 
France and the colonies. A _ particularly difficult problem 
is what is to become of the immense quantity of military 
material in Syria. 

Italian sources allege that the British military authorities 
in Palestine have been demanding the handing over, or 
destruction of S00 French warplanes. Should the demand 
be rejected, it is added, the British forces would take action 
similar to that taken at Oran. , 

Responsible authorities in Syria and Palestine meanwhile 
recognise that the suspension of trade relations resulting 
from the closing of the frontier is likely to react most 
seriously on both countries, . 

In many ways, particularly in agriculture, the two 
countries are interdependent. Efforts are now being made 
to establish a modus vivendi, and French economic experts 
in Syria have been conferring with their British opposite 
numbers in Palestine. A scheme is under consideration and 
will soon be introduced for reopening the frontier to bona 
fide commercial travellers to enable the old interchange of 
local products to be resumed, ~ 


TORPEDOED OFF COAST 


Eighteen members of the crew of the Iranian steamer 
Beme, which sailed from Haifa last week, landed in life- 
boats near Acre on Sunday. Their vessel was torpedoed by 
an Italian submarine about 70 miles off the coast and the 
men were afloat in the lifeboats for almost two days. The 
steamer had been proceeding from Haifa to Turkey. 


VAAD LEUMI EXECUTIVE REDUCED 


Agreement has at last been reached on the question of 
reorganisation of the Executive of the Vaad Leumi. Under 
this agreement, which the entire Executive has accepted, 
the size of the Executive is reduced from 18 to 11 members. 

Mr. Pinchas Rutenberg and Mr. Isaac Ben-Zvi are 
members of the new Executive without portfolio. Mr. 
Rutenberg is empowered to appoint the remaining members 
on a party basis. 


IMMIGRATION DELAY 


7.250 Jewish immigrants with Certificates have entered 
Palestine since the outbreak of the war. Most of them 
were refugees from German occupied territories, These 
figures were given by Mr. Dobkin, head of the Palestine 
immigration Department of the Jewish Agency, at a meeting 
at Tel-Aviv. 

Mr. Dobkin added that the Jewish Agency has permits 
for 6,000 immigrants and another 3,000 permits would be 
given shortly. For the time being, however, owing to the 
great difficulties of Communication it is not possible to 
bring the immigrants mto Palestine, but the Agency is 
making every effort to overcome the difficulties by opening 
Out new routes, 


AMERICA’S exports to Palestine more than doubled in 1939, 
and totalled $7,646,000 as compared with $3,169,000 in 1938. 
Exports from Palestine to the United States increased from 
$555,000 to $639,000. Principal exports to Palestine were 
automobiles, oil well and refining machinery, wheat, flour, and 
apples. America imported principally chloride of potash. 

Mr. Pincnas RUTENBERG, President of the Vaad Leumi, has 
retfrned to Palestine after his visit to London which lasted 
several weeks.

COLOUR FILM OF PALESTINE 


The Building of a Settlement 
TWENTY-FOUR HOUR EPIC 


[from a Correspondent] 


Another attempt has been made to show something of the 
life of the communal settlements in Palestine by means of 
a film. The latest contribution to the not inconsiderable 
library on the subject is “ Collective Adventure,” a colour 
film -which shows the establishment of the settlement 
Negba in the south of Palestine proper. This settlement 
was set up, aS sO many were during the difficult days of 
the riots, within twenty-four hours. 

The film opens with some introductory shots of the older 
settlements and some of the personalities who helped to 
build them. It then proceeds to its main theme, showing 
the preparations, the actual building, and the defensive 
arrangements. The Dufay colour used ts particularly suit- 
able for the sharp colouring natural to the country, and 
reflects vividly the contrast of brilliant sunshine and shadow. 
It also gives a real feeling of light. 

The title, “ Collective Adventure,” is taken from the book 
by Maurice Pearlman, Press Officer of the Jewish Agency, 
and the film is based, to a certain extent, on material in 
the book. Mr. Pearlman also wrote the commentary. 

The music for the film was specially composed by Dr. 
F. H. Meyer, a German refugee who has been in England 
since 1933, and who has established himself in the fore- 
front of film music composers. He has to his credit com- 
positions for thirteen British documentary films which, 
incidentally, are among the best in their class. Among 
them are three done by the G.P.O. film unrt, with Caval- 
canti as director. They are: “ North Sea,” “ Roadways,” 
and “ British Made.” - They include also two of the 
Spectator “ Points of View” films which have had such a 
wide success. 

Dr. Meyer also worked for two years composing the 
music and arranging the musical montage for the Len Lye 
cartoon films. He is an authority on old English music, 
and has lectured on the subject at Bedford and King's 
Colleges. 

The music was under the direction of Muir Mathieson, 
musical director to Alexander's Korda’s London Film 
Productions. The last big film he made was “The Lion 
Has Wings.” 

The musical score concludes with a Hebrew song sung by 
the Habonim Central Choir. Their performance made one 


- wish that much more use could be made of their services 


in propaganda work. 


GRAINS OF MUSTARD SEED 
Palestine a Source of Supply | 


The war, with the ever-growing necessity of finding new 
sources of supply, is causing wide-awake industrialists to use 
more and more the many and varied resources of Palestine. 
An instance recently has been the action of Mr. W. 
Roudolphi, Managing Director of Continental Comestibles, 
Ltd., of Furnival House, High Holborn, London, W.C.1, who 
was faced-with the cessation of his usual Continental supply 
of fine grain brown mustard seeds. These seeds, as distinct 
from the yellow variety, from which the English type ts made, 
are essential for the manufacture of French and Continental 
mustard. Mr. Roudolphi hit upon the idea of importing a 
large quantity of Palestinian seeds. The first laboratory 
test of the seeds (which, by the way, were grown in the 
Emek) has disclosed that they are of such vane Yr on fine 
grain that they are ideal for the manufacture o Continental 
mustard of the highest grade. 
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WORK OF THE DEPUTIES 


Effects of the European Situation 
CLEARING HOUSE FOR JEWISH PROBLEMS 


{By a Jewrsn Curonicie Representative] 


Professor Brodetsky, who was re-elected President at the 
last meeting of the Board of Deputies, “spoke to me of the 
way in which the war and the preliminary European 
developments had affected the work of the Board. 

“The Board,” said Professor Brodetsky, “ had for many 
years shown ability to reflect the ideals and widest interests 
of Judaism and the Jewish people. In the past these 
interests had been easily defined and the line of demarca- 
tion between the functions of the Board and the functions 
of other institutions in the community had been compara- 
tively easy to draw. | 

“ To-day, the situation was different. Some of the institu- 
tions in this country had themselves been so affected by 
the war as to be unable to carry burdens other than an 
irreducible minimum. Others had even been placed in a 
position of danger with regard to their very existence. New 
problems were being created continually and were being 
brought to the Board, which had become the tacitly recog- 
nised central institutions to which such matters should be 
brought. 

“The effect also had been to make different sections 
realise that sectional interests and ambitions must be 
subordinated to the common cause, and that action taken on 
behalf of and in the name of the community. must be 
united and not cohsist of unco-ordinated efforts and 
approaches from different directions. 

“It is important for the community to know two things. 
The first is that there is in existence the necessary machinery 
for dealing with problems as they arise, and the readiness 
to devise and modify machinery for this purpose when 
necessary. Secondly, that the success of any eflorts made 
by the Board is to a large degree measured by the support 
which the Board enjoys in the communrty,and the prestige 
that is given to it by the community, in addition to anys 
reputation it may enjoy in Government and other circles 
in the country as a whole. 

“Above all, it ts important that Deputies who have 
accepted the honour of service on this body should also 
realise the obligations that rest upon them to participate 
in its work and to be a constant bond of union between 
the Board and the constituent institutions.” 

Professor Brodetsky concluded: “There has certainly been 
no time in the past when the Board has had such great prob- 
lems to deal with. But equally mnever has the Community 
had such an opportunity to contribute both to the safety of 
the country and to the future of Jewry. Let us hope that this 
new three-year session of the Board of Deputies, though 
may be one of trial and testing produced by the agonies o! 
war, will also be one of achievement and happincss produced 
by the full and lasting peace that will tollow the overthrow 
of Nazism.” 


OFF TO AUSTRALIA 
Mission for Polish Refugees 


RECEPTION TO DR. MACHOVER AND 
MR. ZEITLYN 


A farewell reception to Mr. Elsley Zeitlyn and Dr. J. 
Machover before their departure for Australia and New 
Zealand in connection with the Polish Jewish Refugee 
Fund was given by the Executive Committee of the Fund 
at the West Central Rooms, Noel Street, W., on Tuesday. 

Both Mr. Zeitlyn and Dr. siachover are going on behalf 
of the Fund; Mr. Zeitlyn is also representing the non-Jewish 
Committee—the Polish Relief Fund—of which Hts 
Excellency the Polish Ambassador in London is the 
President. 

Their mission is a two-fold one—to raise funds for the 
Polish refugees and to make arrangements for evacuating 
the Polish refugee children who were brought last year 
from Zbonszyn to this country by the Polish Jewish Refugee 
Fund, which guaranteed their emigration and maintenance. 

Mr. Meir Grossman presided. 

Dr. Machover recalled that he had once been a refugee 
himself. Now he was off to Australia and New Zealand 
to see what could be done for refugees, their wives and 
children, and for those well-known public workers who 
were now stranded in France, penniless and in danger of 
their lives. He believed that in Australia and New Zealand 
there was a field not for mass Jewish immigration but for 
selected Jewish immigrants. 

Mr. Elsley Zeitlyn first stressed the fact that the task 
which he was undertaking was a mitzvah. He expressed 
his thanks to Lady Fletcher for her work on behalf of 
the refugees. 


The receipts of the Polish Jewish Refugee Fund (writes our 
representative) since the outbreak of the war have been over 
£30,000. Out of this, £12,792 was spent for relief abroad and 
£13,123 for refugees in this country. The adininistrative

Jewish Defence 


JEWISH DEFENCE COMMITTEE 


Scotching Anti-Semitism an Aid to 
British War Effort 


The opinion has been expressed in some quarters that the 
use of the word “defence” to-day in the title Jewish 
Defence Committee is inappropriate in that the term has 
such a wider and more national significance. 

When I asked Mr. M. Gordon Liverman, J.P., the Chair- 
man of the Jewish Defence Committee, for his opinion 
(writes a Jewish CHRONICLE representative) he said: 

“As citizens we are primarily concerned with our duty to 
the country to which we are proud to belong. The ideals 
for which Britain is fighting this war—the ideals of liberty 
and justice—are sacred to all God-fearing men, and certainly 
to all Jews. 

“It is therefore clearly out responsibility when meeting 
representatives of Jewish Communities throughout the 
country to stimulate in every way their contribution to 
national service of every kind in which citizens can 
participate. 

“In pursuance of this duty we hope to make contacts 
with the Communities throughout the country in order still 
further to arouse enthusiasm and maximum effort for the 
national cause.” 

At the same time, Mr. Liverman pointed out, they must 
be on the alert against those of their enemies who, either 
through ignorance or malice, or both, openly or surrep- 
titfbusly, spread the wicked and false insinuation that in 
some way Jewry bears responsibility for the war. That was 
one of Goebbels’s lies specially invented to weaken and 
disrupt the British nation, which the Nazis feared. 

* Experience all over Europe must by now have convinced 
even the slowest-witted student of affairs that anti-Semitism 
is the smokescreen behind which the.enemy has always 
chosen to advance. 

“It cannot be too strongly emphasised to-day that an 
anti-Semite is anti-British, and whoever gives expression to 
anti-Semitism or fosters its growth by thoughtless or casual 
repetition of rumours and innuendos is helping the enemy. 

* It will thus be seen that far from the task of the Defence 
Committee berng put into cold storage because of the major 
issues before us, both in the national interests and in 
those Of the Community, we must fight ignorance with 
factual knowledge “and meet all efforts to stir up anti 
Semvism in this country with the utmost vigilance and with 
the fullest available information.” ea 


CAPT. GORDON-CANNING 
Ex-Member of ** Link”’’ and B.U.F. 


Captain Robert Gordon-Canning, M.C., who was detained 
last week under the Defence Regulations, was formerly a 
member of the British Union of Fascists. A year ago he 
announced that he was no longer actively engaged. with 
the B.U_F. 

During his long period of membership of the B.U.F., he 
acted as its representative at one of the Nazi Congresses at 
Nuremberg. On his return, he wrote in the BLACKSHIRT: 
“ | can say without any hesitation . . . and from the depths 
of my heart, * Heil Hitler!’ ” 

Later, Captain Gordon-Canning became associated with 
“The Link.” and. in September of last year, became 
Treasurer of the newly formed “ British Council for 
Christian Settlement in Europe.” Articles by him have 
appeared in Lord Lymington’s New PIonrer. 


BRITISH EMPIRE UNION AND 
ANTI-SEMITISM 


Speaker’s Disturbing Tendency 


Special Correspondent] 


I have in the past reported speeches made by British 
Empire Union speakers, in view of their clear anti-Hitler 
sentiments, and of their understanding of the base political 
use to which anti-Semitism is put. One speaker in particular 
has been most eloquent in his derision of anti-Semitism. 
But of late a change seems to have come over him. 

For instance, during a lunch-hour meeting at Finsbury 
Square recently, he said: “The refugees may have flown 
from Nazi terrorism, but they are just as arrogant and 
overbearing here as they were in their own country.” And: 
“ | don't know what name Dr. Fishbeck uses in Holland. but 
he probably changed it, just as these people call themselves 
Smith or Williams when they come over here.” 

He also said: “Don't rely on Russia or the U.S.A. to 
help us. This fight must be won by Englishmen, and when 
I say Englishmen [I mean Englishmen bred and born. |! 
do not say ‘ British’ because anybody can become British 
by paying ten pounds.” And: “I asked the first man I 
met in Kensington High Street what he thought of the 
news that Britain had taken over the French Fleet. He 
replied, ‘ Vat did you say?* The next man I asked said. 
‘ Ja"; and the third man spoke in German, so I thought 
1 would go to Brixton or Finsbury Square where there were 
some Englishmen left.” 

Nat once was the word “Jew” used, but the audience 
Caught the undertone of meaning. | 
_ In Brixton Prison Mosley oak some of his satellites are 
interned; and in Finsbury Square may be found every day 
some Fascists aimlessly wandering about, thinking no doubt 
of “the good old days,” and dreaming of some “ good 
new days.”

Expert Body Needed 


Urging a constructive policy instead of panic measures, 
the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN takes the line that “ both the 
War Office and the Home Office are too full of other 
pressing things, and delegation is needed to an expert body 
which will be able to devote itself to the intricacies and 
detail. 

“ The system, or lack of it, cannot be allowed to go on, 
and both the Home Office and the War Office must be 
made to work in close co-operation with a body whose 
special task it should be to make use of the fnendly aliens, 
not to treat them like useless cattle. Such a body would 
welcome the services of the numerous people who speak the 
languages of the refugees, who through their long connec- 
tion with the refugee organisations can help to distinguish 
the sheep from the goats; it would direct them to useful 
work (either in camp or out of it), and help to restore thew 
sadly shattered moral.” 


Real Enemies at Large 


Similarly, in a leading article, Time anp Tipe criticises 


the filling of camps to the choking point with enemy aliens, 


“a large proportion of them Jewish refugees, for whom 
there is no hope in life but in a British victory and no desire 
deeper than that victory should be ours.” It adds: “ Mean- 
while, many real enemies of the State remain at large.” 

The journal proposes the establishment of a committee 
of men and women of recognised judgment to investigate 
individual cases and to recommend for naturalisation those 
whose services would clearly be an asset to the country. 

Refugees who remain interned, it says, should be given 
useful employment. 

“ Harsh treatment of alien refugees,” says the YORKSHIRE 
Post, “may injure our cause in the eyes of the world. 
We are fighting for freedom and have proclaimed that 
our cause is not limited by nationality amet is the 
cause of all free men. Our prospects of winhing the 
war may largely depend on our cause coming to serve 
as a rallying point for Hitler's victims throughout Europe. 
They will not be encouraged to rally to our side if they see 
that in Britain refugees of proved integrity, who have 
suffered for their anti-Nazi faith, are subject to indis- 
crimmate internment on the ground that all foreigners of 
enemy origin are now suspect.” 


War Office and Home Office 


~The Spectator declares that the “ weak spot and the main 
difficulty lies in the division of responsibility between the 
Home Office and the War Office. The Home Secretary must 
be responsible, but the Home Office cannot run internment 
camps. It remains therefore to solve this administrative 
problem, and, of course, it can be done.”

An editorial note in last week’s Jewisu Curonicie suggests 
that the Joint Foreign Commitice be merged in the Executive 
Committee. But, if the existence of the Executive Com- 
mittee makes the Joint Foreign Committee unnecessary. it 
makes all the other Committees unnecessary. No, the Joint 
Foreign Committee is essential. The Joint Foreign Com- 
mittee consivers Jewish foreign problems, and, God knows! 
there will be many such problems to study. The Joint 
Foreign Committee will place the results of its delibera- 
tions before the Executive Committee and submit reports to 
the Board. The Joint Foreign Committee has a tradition 
in these matters. There was never a time when the Joint 
Foreign Committee was more necessary than the present 
time. The Joint Foreign Committee should not only be 
reappointed but should be encouraged. The after-war 
problems will tax our strength to the utmost. The Joint 
Foreign Committee will have to play an important part 
in the reconstruction of Jewry after the cause of Britain 
is victorious. And it can play that part only if the public 
opinion of the Community and your journal. representing 
that public opinion, will uphold and encourage it.—Rabbi 
Dr. SaMuEL Daicnes, 25, Cavendish Road.

“WINDFALL FOR CHARITIES ” 

With reference to the paragraph under the above caption 
in your issue of April 5, 1940, may | point out that the 
name of the legator was Mr. Raphael Aaron Gubbay. of 
Calcutta and Hongkong, and not Mr. Shalom Gubbay as 
mentioned. The deceased was born. married. and had 
children in Calcutta. He subsequently went to Hongkong, 
where he made his home, flourished, and died. The 
executors of his will were Messrs. Charles Gubbay and 
Eddie Howard, both of Hongkong. who a year or so after 
the death of Mr. R. A. Gubbay resigned their executorship 
in favour of the Official Trustee of Bengal. The late Mr. 
R. A. Gubbay bequeathed a sum of about £100.000 for the 
Jewish charitable institutions in Calcutta, Baghdad, 
Jerusalem, and England in equal shares. After three years 
only the Jerusalem charities have received their’ share. 
Calcutta, Baghdad, and England are stil! waiting for theirs.

“RED TAPE” 
Burial of a Jewish Soldier 


With reference to an editorial note headed “ Red Tape” 
in our issue of June 14, we have received a communication 
from Mr. Julius Jung, Secretary to the Federation of Syna- 
gogues, in which he writes: 

“The facts are that the Secretary of the Bethnal Green 
Synagogue notified our Sexton of the death of the son of 
Mr. Goldapple, who had recently returned from Flanders 
and who had died here from his wounds. The Sexton 
informed him that although the deceased was not a member s 
dependant under the rules, the Federation would, be ready” 
to carry out the funeral free of charge or at such nominal 
sum as the family might care to offer. The following day 
the President of the Synagogue telephoned the Sexton and 
was given the same information. The President then stated 
that the death certificate had not yet been obtained and was 
requested to bring this to the office when arrangements 
would be made. The next thing that we heard was that the 
United Synagogue had carried out the funeral. The family 
of the deceased had never been in touch with us. 

Mr. Jung added that the father of the deceased had said 
that the funeral had been carried out at the United Syna- 
gogué Cemetery at his wife's desire and that this had been 
the only reason why there had not been a Federation 
funeral. Mr. Jung enclosed a copy of a_letter which he 
had addressed to Mr. Goldapple on June 20, in the course 
of which he had written: 

“1 desire to on record, as already stated to you by 
Councillor Davis, that when the Secretary’ of your Synagogue 
called here, he was informed that we would readily arrange the 
funeral of your son, free of cost or any nominal sum you ca 
to offer ;. this information was repeated to the President of the 
Synagogue the following morning when he telephoned and he 
was asked by the Sexton to obtain the certificate and come along 
with you, when everything would be arranged. Unfortunately 
neither yourself nor the ident came, and, as you stated, 
eer wife desired the burial in the United Cemetery, you 
ollowed her wishes in the matter.” 


CAREERS ADVICE 


To-day is the last day for the compulsory registration of 
professional engineers, as required by an Order made last 
week-end by the Minister of Labour and National Service. 
The Order also includes engincering research workers at 
universities. The main categories affected are those con- 
nected with aeronautical enginecring,; automobile; chemical. 
civil, structural, and municipal; electrical: gas; locomotive 
or mechanical. Registration is with the Central Register, 
but those whose names are on the Register are not to 
register again. 

From time to time there occur vacancies for suitable 
young men in various grades in the Royal Air Force. The 
latest demands include one for men between 21 and 45, 
strong and physically fit and not less than § ft. 8 ins. in 
height, as Service police for duty with the R.A.F. There 
are prospects of promotion and higher pay for likely 
recruits. Men who are not quite physically fit, but have 
experience in domestic and similar occupations, can join the 
R.A.F. as batmen. The age-limits are 18 and 38. Applicants 
for either the police or batmen should call at a Combined 
Recruiting Centre. 

The women’s Services also continue to ask for recruits. 
The A.T.S. is asking for more cooks to cook for the Army, 
and there is now a demand for girl typists who can be 
trained as teleprinter operators.

The imstinctive desire on the part 
of every woman to go to great lengths to 
look her best, her healthy and normal love 
for pretty clothes and adornments, has now 
to be set aside for the duration, together 
with so many of the hard-won liberties of 
our constitution, our comforts, and our 
luxuries. It is, in fact, one of the supreme 
tests of the earnestness of our desire to 
prosecute our cause, a fundamental demand 
upon our will to fight the wrongdoers we 
see arrayed against us.

Use any available cooked vegetables for 
this dish—cauliflower, peas, carrots, turnips, 
and spring onions make a good mixture. 
‘For four or five people allow about four 
large cupfuls of vegetables and one pint of 
cheese sauce. Cut up the vegetables, season, 
and mix with the sauce. Turn into a deep 
fireproof dish, sprinkle with grated cheese, 
dot with margarine, and bake in a 
moderately hot oven for 30 to 40 minutes. 
till it is hot through and well browned. 

Cheese sauce ; Melt one and a half ounces

Curried Vegetables 
Mixed cooked vegetables, 14 pts.: one onion; 
curry powder, | dessertspoonful: rice; flour, 
1 tablespoonful; chutney; milk and vegetable 
Stock, } pt.; margarine, 14 ozs.; and a few 
sultanas. 

Cur the vegetables into small pieces. 
Chop the onion finely and cook gently in 
the margarine till soft and lightly browned. 
Stir in flour and curry powder and cook for 
a minute or two longer. Gradually add the 
milk and vegetable stock, and stir till boiling; 
then add the vegetables and sultanas and 
simmer gently for 15 minutes. Turn on to 
a hot dish, surround with a border of cooked 
rice, and serve chutney separately. 


Blackcurrant Jam (by request) © 


BLACKCURRANT jam differs from most 
others in that a generous quantity of water 
is added to the fruit. This is necessary 
because of the tough nature of the skins. 
To three pounds of fruit allow two and a 
half pints of water and six pounds of pre- 
Serving sugar. Stalk currants; put in 
preserving pan with the water, and cook 


has to preach to herself, and to all the 
women with whom she comes in contact, 
the need for the strictest economy in dress, 
and she has to set a new standard of sober 
neatness to replace the elegance of happier 
days.

The enemies of our people 
are to-day also the enemies of the State, ind 
their machinations are likely to be directed 
against us as a means of attacking the 
country. Any display by Jewish women of 
gaudy clothes may be readily made an 
excuse by subversive elements for creating 
the bad feeling between Jews and tneir 
neighbours which has ever proved the ideal 
seed bed for the foul weeds of Nazi 
doctrine. 


Retain Your Charm 


There is no reason why women in war- 
time should not retain attraction and charm 
in their appearance. A thousand and one 
details go to make up their external 
personality, and these details can be use- 
fully exploited without the need to overdo 
matters. If women have to buy new clothes, 
they should choose neat hard-wearing gar- 
pments that will remain tidy. They can 
model their appearance on that of women 
in uniform, and, like them, they can main- 
taig a high standard of neatness as an 
elementary duty. 

But—and it is an important “ but.” which 
should be noted by all women-—they should 
eschew the temptation to try the striking 
effects that in ordinary circumstances set off 
their vivid personal attributes, and instead 
maintain a dress discipline that is in keeping 
with the needs of the times. There ts not 
only a_ psychological principle tnvolved, 
but also the very material one of the 
nations economy. Luxury fabrics, tor 
instance, cannot be maintained in war-time, 
and even ordinary textiles are no longer 
as plentiful as they were before, on account 
of war industry's demands. Therefore the 
tewer demands you make on. exotic 
materials,. the greater will be your contri- 
bution to the relief of factories and 


ships for use for the country’s prime 
essentials.

Also, 
earlier we had had the depletion of congre- 
gations in London because of the evacuation 
of members to the country. Now the 
syMmagogues seem to be the subject of a 
kind of game of “ General Post,” for I hear 
that some of them in London are seeing 
old faces back again of members who 
originally evacuated “to coastal areas and 
have had to return! 


PRAYER-BOOK JUBILEE 


A colleague reminds me that this month 
sees the SOth anniversary of the issuing of 
the first edition of the Singer's Prayer-Book. 
3,000 copies were issued in the first edition 
in 1890, and since then there have been 15 
editions, the last published in 1935, when 
50.000 copies were printed, making a grand 
iotal of 260,000. The Jewish Religious 
Education Board, under whose auspices the 
book is published, has always, justifiably, 
regarded it as a_ best-seller. A complete 
daily prayer-book, in Hebrew and English, 
equally suitable for use in Synagogues, 
families, and schools, had not, before 1890. 
been within easy reach of the general 
community. The issue of the Singer's 
Praver-Book was intended to fulfil this 
primary need, and it owed its origin to the 
pious generosity of the late Mrs. Nathaniel 
Montefiore, who defrayed the entire cost 
of the production of the first edition. The 
last edition was published under the Presi- 
dency of Dr. N.S. Lucas. Previous editions 
have been published during the Presidencies 
of his father. Mr. Henry Lucas, of Mr. 
Arthur E. Franklin, Dr. Alfred Ejichholz, 
and Mr. Ernst H. Schiff—all of these now 
deceased. The retail price of the book 
to-day is Only Is. 6d. 

LOX IN THE BORSHT BELT 

lt might be a good idea, with the evacua- 
tion of children to the U.S.A. and Canada, 
to give them a grounding in American 
terminology for familiar objects (for 
instance, a lift is an “elevator” over there, 
a car 1s an “automobile,” a porter in a 
block of flats is a “ janitor ™), and perhaps 
with Jewish children the necessity will be 
even greater because of eapressly Jewish 
terms that achieve an unwonted colour 
across the seas. Anent which, my own 
most recent reading of American Jewish 
papers has added to my store of trans- 
atlantic Jewish slang. Among theatrical folk 
especially it seems that the famous holiday 
district the Catskill Mountains is known as 
the “borsht belt”—1 gather that Jewish 
people must favour the Catskills in con- 
siderable numbers! And now lokshen must 
be made shorter in America (and therefore 
easier to eat?) if, as I imagine, the new 
word “lox” represents that same favourite 
Jewish food. 


SHAKESPEARE AND “ GATKES” 


And, talking about terminological evolu- 
tion, a recent broadcast of Shakespeare's 
“ Twelfth Night™ set me, as an amateur 
in words, speculating amusedly upon a 
possible connection between Shakespeare 
and Yiddish. Says Maria: “. . . or, if both 
break, your gaskins fall.” Now according 
to a standard dictionary, “ gaskins” derives 
from a corruption of the old French word 
“garguesque” and the Italian 
“grecgesco”™ meaning Greek, and was 
applied to large open hose or trousers. But 
what about that comic Yiddish word 
“ gatkes ” which, as a somewhat derogatory 
term, is humorously applied to pants, 
whether in the English or the American 
application of the word?

Lamb, and Stanley Spencer, that I saw after the last war 
I begin to think it is perhaps a little early to show what 
has already been done this time. As records. some of these 
paintings are excellent. 

Edward Ardizzone, and sometimes Fdward Bawden. are 
the only artists who do more than make records. They 
have felt and commented on the war and its effects. 
Because Ardizzone often depicts the lighter and more amus- 
ing sides of the soldier's life in and out of action. he is none 
the less profound. Nor are his drawings all of this type. 
His “ Priest Begging for a Lift in Louvain” has all the 
caustic astringency of a Daumier or a Forain. His “ Romb- 
ing of the H.Q. at Boulogne ” is poignant. His drauchts- 
manship ts personal and delightful: he is in the true line of 
tradition of England's best satirist, Rowlandson. 

The work of Edward Bawde > has become less decorative 
and more human. His dra» sensitive and virile. 

I also like very much the meth. “ical though often lovely 
water-colours of Eric Ravillious. He is the perfect objec- 
tive recorder,-with a very personal style. 

The portraits of Generals by R. G. Eves are extremels 
clever sketches. But this slick technique covers up a waste 
of emptiness. 

Eric Kennington’s larger-than-life portraits, mainly of sea- 
men, I find rather hard and insensitive. They are technically 
amazing, but, for my taste, deal too much with an over- 
dramatised surface quality and not sufficiently with the spirit 
that lies behind. - 

Although | think John Piper is one of England's most 
interesting younger artists, | do not like either of his paint- 
ings here. He is obviously not moved by his subjects. 

I like Anthony Gross’s highly ingenious eouaches and 
Charles Cundall’s “Return of H.MS. Exeter.” Barnett 
Freedman’s paintings are very competent but rather dull.

[he Executive Council considered the question of inviting 
the delegates of the various Lodees to meet. with a view 
to discussing current problems ‘although the Council is 
charged with complete authority for the conduct of the 
work of the Order). ,Whilst the Fxecutive Council were 
im sympathy with theGdea of stich a meeting, it was felt 
that the request made by the authorities not to hold large 
gatherings where they could be avoided should be complied 
with. Accordingly, the balance-sheet ard accounts which 
were approved at the last Executive Council meeting (and 
which, incidentally, showed a further increase in the Death 
Endowment Fund) are to be circulated to the delegates

Changes in Investments 


In order to protect the investments of the Order as far 
as possible, various internal changes in those investments 
have been made, which have, for the time being at any 
rate, saved a. loss as a result of depreciation in investment 
value. Acfairly substantial amount of liquid cash is being 
reserved at the bank to meet amy possible demands that 
may arise, and to avoid encroaching upon investments. 

lhe Executive Council accepted the offer of their General 
Secretary to circulate a memorandum on the position under 
the recent Friendly Society Acts [hey wished it to be 
known. however, that any application to the Registrar for 
any concession with regard to the rules of Lodges must 
be made through the Executive Council of the Order. 

In order to help Lodges, the Head Office Staff, under the 


direction of the General Secretary. has offered its services 
to carry on the work of Lodges where the Secretary has 
for any reason been unable to fulfil his duties. 


Ihe question of the admission of new members has been 
carefully considered, and, subject to certain conditions of 
benefit, a limited age group for new entrants Is being set up.

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INFLUENCES 


BY AUNTIE 


WONDER if vou have ever thought whaT 


I: great many influences your bodies are 

subjected to. It makes a difference to 
them what density of atmosphere they 
happen to walk about in. People in 
Johannesburg, which lies very high, may be 
differently constituted from those in London, 
which its several thousand feet nearer sea 
level. It makes a difference what food we 
eat, whether we live under a sunny sky, 
whether we are housed on a clay or gravel 
soil, and so on. In the same way our souls, 
our minds, our personalities are equally sub- 
jected to various influences-——-our surround- 
ings, Our upbringing, the people with whom 
we are brought into contact, the things we 
hear, the books we read, and so forth. It 
is seldom that in two people are. the 
influences the same. The most that can be 
achieved ts that they shall be similar with a 
reasonable expectancy that like results will 
be obtained. 


A Matrer or CONTROL 


To a limited, but at any rate appreciable, 
extent we are able to select and control the 
influences at work upon us. We may, for 
instance, place ourselves within the orbit of 
one set of such ethene or withdraw our- 
selves from others. just as we are able partly 
to control bodily influences by selecting the 
food we eat or the exercise we take. Jewish 
history shows that it has. always been a 
matter of concern to our legislators to con- 
trol the influences to which we Jews are 
subjected, and Jewish separatism, the dietary 
laws, the objection to marrying non-Jews, 
and so on, are features of that attempt at 
control. The point I wish to make is that 
the observance of these regulations has 
always been to a great extent voluntary, and 
it is voluntary to-day; that is to say, it rests

JewtsH INFLUENCES 


The importance of this voluntary subjec- 
tion to Jewish influences cannot be over- 
estimated. What we call “ assimilation © ts 
a conscious withdrawal by Jews of them- 
selves from these Jewish influences and the 
submission to another and “alien” set ol 
influences. | need hardly § stress the 
important part, for instance, which Jewish 
home-life has exercised on our people. If 
that home-life is broken up, if the Sabbath 
is ignored, if the beautiful ceremonial of 
Judaism is neglected, then there will be a 
weakening of Jewish morale and a decline 
of Jewish solidarity. If, likewise, we cease 
attending Jewish public worship, refrain 
from Jewish study, the whole fabric of 
Judaism will be undermined. These things 
are within our own control, and at a time 
like the present, when so much ts happening 
to break up Judaism, should we resolve to 
Offer the same kind of resistance to this 
subtle enemy of our faith as is being offered 
by Britain to the enemy of human liberty. 


IN AND 


it is clear that besides the influences we 
receive there are also the influences we our- 
selves can exercise on others. Here, too. 
the same applies. Our influence will be 
good as we ourselves are. good. We have 
only to think of the enormous number of 
people we meet in the course of a single 
year to realise what a great power for good 
or evil we may be in the world. For human 
influences are subtly exercised. A word or 
look, a frown or smile, even a silence, may 
influence other people and, through them, 
yet others, in ever-widening circles. If we 
are good Jews our influence will be a good 
and wholesome one from the very nature of 
things. It is our duty to surround ourselves 
with good influences in order that we our- 
selves may spread good influences. An old 
lady | knew was fond of saying in reference 
to her soup: “If good goes in, good will 
come out.” There is a lot of truth in this 
homely adage as applied also to~human 
influences. Jews were bidden to a bless- 
ing. It is a high and noble mission, one 
for which it is worth while fitting ourselves. 
Lastly, remember the influence we can exer- 
cise On our own fate by our conduct. As 
Dr. Montefiore wrote just forty years ago: 
“Ten bad Jews may help to damn us: ten 
good Jews may help to save us. Which 
Minyan will you join?”

TELEPHONE RENTALS LIMITED 


CONTRIBUTION TO THE NATIONAL EFFORT 


The annual general meeting of Telephone Rentals, Ltd., was 
held on Monday, July 15, at West Dulwich 

Mr. Fred. T. Jackson (Chairman and Managing Director) 
said that in spite of the difficult trade conditions due to the war. 
all their British subsidiaries, with one exception, had traded at 
a profit, including the company showing a loss in last vear's 
accounts. With regard to the foreign subsidiaries, both of which 
operated im countries overrun by the enemy, they had been 
unable to obtain the final results of their operations tor the 
past financial year, although they knew that they had both 
traded at a profit and that a dividend would have been forth- 
coming. from at least one of them. In the books of the parent 
company no value was ascribed to the holdings in these forcign 
subsidiaries. 

During the year, a favourable opportunity presented itself for 
the disposal of the company s sharcholding in an associated 
company in Austraha,. The Australian company had been quite 
successful, but the lines of development were by force of local 
circumstances rapidly diverging from the lines of development 
of the parent company’s business. The offer received from 
Australian interests had been accepted, and he thought it would 
be agreed that the financial result of the transaction was 
satistactory. 

The dividends received from subsidiary companies showed an 
increase of over £5,000, and there was a net profit to be carried 
to appropriation account amounting to £127,467, as against 
£121,561 for the previous year. A further £30,000 had been 
transferred to general reserve, increasing it to £200,000, and the 
Directors recommended a final dividend of 6 per cent., making 
10 per cent. for the year. 

It was impossible for him to emphasise too strongly that the 
work on which the company was cngaged was of the greatest 
national importance. The factories. with which they were 
associated were subscribers to the various services supplied by 
the company. He could say, without a shadow of doubt, that 
a breakdown in these services would affect factory output by a 
very large percentage and to a far greater degree now than 
would be the case m times of peace. Supplies of apparatus 
which they installed were difficult, especially just now when 
factories had to give priority to certain Government work, but 
after that priority their demands must be filled and they were 
not doing too badly im the circumstances. 

As to the future, progress was largcly dependent on the con- 
tinuance of adequate supplics of apparatus, but he had every 
expectation that they would be able to ensure supplies of a 
considerable part of the apparatus they used. It was, however, 
wise to take a pessimistic view of the position and consider that 
they might have to curtail their activities. In such circumstances 
shareholders had to bear in mind the very large revenue the 
company had now secured and that a very big proportion of 
this revenue was derived from subscribers who were engaged 
directly or indirectly on war work. They might consider justly 
and soberly on the evidence they had that even if they 
temporarily ceased to expand, the future of the company would 
not be jeopardised or its financial structure impaired. 

The report was unanimously adopicd.

“TIME TO WAKE UP” 
An Entertaining Revival | 


It was certainly a good idea to revive Evelyn Glover's 
“Time To Wake Up,” as the “Q” Theatre has done this 
week. 

Though, if regarded as a unit of dramatic structure, the play 
is exceptionally diffuse, yet its various sections are all, in them- 
selves, highly entertaining.

AN EPIC MASTERPIECE 


‘* Grapes of Wrath” is an Overwhelming 
Experience 
[By our Cinema Correspondent] 


Once in a while there comes a film which is so moving in 
its humanity, so sincere tn tts truth, so universal in its 
understanding, so sublime in its pathos that after it for a 
long time all other films seem tawdry and cheap, frivolous 
and even insulting, as though a crowd of third-rate paint- 
ings had been included in the same room as a great master. 

It is not merely that the story is good, the direction 
brilliant, the acting always tn proportion, the setting per- 
fect, the camera-work first rate, the editing all of a piece, 
but that all these elements are subtly synthesised into a 
picture that is perfect in the tmtegrity. of its artistic pur- 
pose, a masterpiece of cinematic art. 

And if, through the medium of the story of one little 
family or group of individuals, the film contrives to con- 
vey a whole section of human Iife and experience, then it 
rises to the height of an epic. Such an epic masterpiece is 
The Grapes of Wrath (° A cert.) to be seen at the Odeon 
from Monday. | 

The story is simple enough: just the trek of a middle- 
western farmer family, dispossessed of their farm by nature 
and man, across the continent to the mirage of work in 
California. But in the portraval of that trek, with all the 
social background as well as human story of a three- 
generation farmer family uprooted from the soil they love 
and finally flung down amid a life of grinding struggle and 
filthy exploitation, there is so much to move to terror and 
pity that the tragedy irresistibly carves deeply into the soul. 

To miss this film its not to know what has been missed; 
but to see it is to be profoundly grateful for an experience 
overwhelming in its spiritual alchemy. The story is from 
the novel by John Steinbeck; the direction is by John 
Ford: Henry Fonda, John Carradine, Jane Darwell, and 
many other artists make the characters live and breathe; 
and there is superb camera work by Greg Toland. 


VERY STRANGE CARGO 
Melodrama for Clark Gable and Joan Crawford 


A very melodramatic melodrama is Strange Cargo, which 
Starts to-day at the Leicester Square Theatre. Based on 
Richard Sale’s book, “ Not Too Narrow, Not, Too Deep,” 
it tells of the escape from a South American penal colony 
of eight men, of their struggle to penetrate the equatorial 
jungle and to cross the sea, and of what happens to those 
who succeed in reaching the mainland. There is also a 
girl, a café entertainer, who shares their adventures. 

The convicts include Clark Gable, a vainglorious cynic, 
Pauli Lukas, an unregenerate wife-killer, Albert Dekker, 
a dull-witted lout, and Ian Hunter, who reads the Bible, 
affects a mild, prophet-like manner, and preaches high 
morality on every occasion. It is the self-appointed task 
of this strange convict to drag out the best in his com- 
panions, so that when they die, as several do, they die a 
beautiful death. It just doesn't ring true. 

The girl is Joan Crawford, and except for two or three 
terribly artificial moments, she gives an excellent perform- 
ance. Frank Borzage’s direction is very uneven. Much 
is ridiculously artificial, but there are also sequences which 
are completely satisfying. (“A”™ cert.) 


HEDY LAMARR AND OTHERS
